Louis never before enjoyed at this time of 
the year. 


MfiSMachnftef(4 Men Determined for 


Reeil. 


The leaders were stirring early this 


morning. Hanna, brisk and alert, was 
brimming over with confidence in the ul- 
timate success of McKinley. This belief 
is not shared by Massachusetts men who 
are very determined in supporting Reed. 
Some of them were certain this morning 
there would be no nomination this week 
at all, and when it was finally made that 
McKinley would not be within shouting 
distance. Matters were quiet early in the 
day and everybody was waiting for active 
proceedings, 


Hnnnn Concede* to Plait. The Xani- 


inc ot C'nnilldnte for Second Plnce. 
The was joy in the camp of the New 


Yorkers this morning when it was learned 
that Hanna bad given Platt the privilege 
of naming the candidate for vice-presi- 
dent and a corresponding depression in 
the ranks of the New Jersey delegation, 
the members of which believed their can- 
didate was making great strides towards 
victory. Even the Connecticut delegation 
felt a little acre over the matter although 
they had not been unit on any one man. 


From New York headquarters the in- 


formation came that until Morton's can- 
didacy for president was determined no 
mention would be made of New York' 
choice for second place. Indeed Platt an- 
swered Hanri a's offer direct by saying he 
could not consider the vice presidency 
until alter tbe president was nominated. 


This was looked upon to mean that 


farther effort would be made to secure 
Mortons' consent to the use of his name 
for second place. Yet from a source 
close to Platt. it was said this morning, 
that Platt will name for the New York 
organization a man whose name has not 
been mentioned. 
Rumor is busy with 


Fassett and Quigg. The former has be- 
come very close to Platt within the past 
few days. A nti organization men are try- 
ing the namn of Dephcw upou the con- 
vention and it is possible that in the hope 
of a stampede for that popular man his 
name may be mentioned. But Hanna, 
Platt and Quay will control the conven- 
tion. 


Lodge Mentioned. 


From Maine comes a movement in favor 


of Lodge and the argument used is that 
he is really the father o< the gold move- 
ment and has forced the leaders to accept 
his plank. 


Opening of th« Orcat Convention. 
Long before the hour for opening the 


convention alternates of delegates strag- 
gled in and soon the pit of the auditorium 
was an animated scene. But the clubs and 
spectators were restrained on the outside 
to await the sergeants-at-arms. Before 
the order to open the doora was given 
about 11.30 the space outside the hall 
resembled a beleagurcd fortress. Beyond 
the cries of the sergeants-at-arms and the 
loud buzz of conversation there were no 
demonstrations within the hall when the 
doors were opened. 


Tbe quiet within was in marked con- 


trast to the yelling crowds and passing 
bands without. Cars coming towards the 
hall were i rowded from steps to roofs. 
The police, who were thick as flies, kept 
the men on or near the sidewalk moving 
to prevent jams. Onlookers were herded 
on the opposite sidewalks and fire lines 
were established. The windows opposite 
the hall were filled with facss. 


Several delegations marched down be- 


hind bands and left their bands outside 
the hall. At 11 20 Chairman Carter of the 
national committee arrived and gave final 


instructions to the secretary and reading 
clerks. The 480 seats reserved for the 
press wcro full and the telegraph instru- 
ments were soon clicking noisily. 


Culled to Order. 


At 12.20 the convention was called to 


order. Chairman Carter explained some 
mistakes in the arrangement of the hall 
and a moment later introduced Rabbi 
Sale, a prominent Jewish clergyman of 
St. Louis who offered prayer while the 
entire convention stood. 
The Rabbi 


prayed with his eyes open and with a fine 
oratorical affect. 
It was so impressive 


that the unusual scene was witnessed of 
hearty applause following the close of a 
prayer. 


Secretary Manley was loudly cheered 


when he began reading the call for tbe 
convention. 
At 12.35 Carter presented 


the name of Chas. W. Fairbanks as tem- 
porary chairman and he was elected amid 
great cheering and enthusiasm. He at 
once proceeded to deliver his opening 
address. 
&!«•?•'!> ol"Temporary t'bninnnii Fair- 


banks. 


C. W. Fairbanks of Indiana, an orator 


of fame, as temporary chairman of the 
convention delivered the opening ad- 
dress with great impressiveness. He said 
"As citizens we are never called upon to 
discharge a more important duty than 
the nomination "of President and Vice 
President. This duty is a peculiarly im- 
piessive one now for it is already written 
in the book of fate that the choice of this 
convention will be the next President 
and Vice President of this great republic. 
The three years of Democratic administra- 
tion have been three years of panic, 
wasted energy, anxiety and loss to the 
American people with no parallel in 
our history. 


"Today the people turn hopefully to the 


Republican party and it is for us to meet 
their expectations and to give them those 
candidates upon whom their hearts have 
centered and give straightforward em- 
phatic expression of political faith. 
The 


Republican party is a party of convictions 
and has written them upon history of th e 
country with pen and sword. With it 
the question is not what is merely politic 
but what is everlastingly right. 


"For a third of a century prior to the ad- 


vent of the Democratic administration we 
operated under laws enacted by the Re- 
publican party. All great measures con- 
cerning the tariff and currency originated 
with it. Tariff laws were formed upon a 
line which protected laborers and pro- 
ducers from unequal and unjust foreign 
competition and upon the theory that 
the best market in the world is the home 
market. 
Under its currency laws our 


currency was made national. The wild 
cat state banks of the Democratic party 
were wiped out of existence. The un- 
precedented demandsjgrowing out of the 
war were met by a paper currency which 
ultimately became good as gold. 


"Since the resumption of specie payment 


in 1S79 every dollar of our money in paper, 
silver or gold has been of equal purchas- 
ing power the world over. 
Under the 


operation of these honest tariff and money 
lawa the country grew in wealth and 
power beyond precedent. 
Foreign bal- 


ances became largely in our favor. 
European gold flowed toward us.

"But all this is changed. The reaction 


began when it was known that the legis- 
lative and executive branches of govern- 
ment were- to be democratic. Tbe Demo- 
cratic party was harmonious upon but one 
subject; that was the destruction of the 
McKinley law. The imperilled interests 
of the country watched 
and waited 


through long anxious months for some 
settlement of revenue question. They 
wanted an end to uncertainty. At length 
the Wilson bill was adopted and was 
immediately characterized by Democratic 
president as "perlidy and dishonor." 
A 


bill too base for Cleveland to approve is 
too rotten for American people." 


The speaker here went on reviewing 


the effect of the bill, speaking particularly 
upon sheep husbandry and declaring the 
bill to be an unpardonable offense and a 
flagrant wrong. The bill struck down 
reciprocity which the speaker character- 
ized as one of the highest achievements in 
American statesmanship. The substitu- 
tion advolorem for specific duties had 
opened the way for wholesale frauds upon 
the treasury and upon the producers acd 
employees of the country. 


Administrations Contrasted. 


The temporary chairman again reverted 


to Republican methods, and contrasted 
the results. He said that during Harri- 
son's administration 5236,000,000 of obliga- 
tions had been paid. Cleveland during 
the last three years had added ?262,000,000 
to the interest bearing debt. Continuing 
on the subject of the currency Fairbanks 
said: "The present system currency is 
the fruit of Republican wisdom. It has 
been adequate to past necessities and if 
uncorrupted will meet our future require- 
ments. 
The greatest 
prosperity was 


attained when Republican currency laws 
were in full operation. 


The moiiry Question. 


"Sound money and honest protective 


tariff go baud in hand." Further on he 


said: "The Republican party has not 
been unfriendly to the proper use ot sil- 
ver. It has always favored and now fa- 
vors silver as part of the circulating med- 
ium. But it favors that use under such 
provisions aa not to imperil the present 
national standard, The policy of the Re- 
publican party is to retain both gold and 
silver as parts of the circulating medium 
while the policy of free coinage of silver 
leads to certain silver monometallism. It 
is an immutable law that two moneys of 
unequal value will not circulate together. 
The poortr always drives out the better." 


Again he says: "Those who profess to 


believe that this government, indepen- 
dently of other great commercial powers, 
will open its mints to the free coinage of 
silver at the ratio af 16-1, when the com- 
mercial ratio of all great markets is 30 to 1 
and at the same time not drive every dol- 
lar of gold out of circulation, deceive them 
selves." 
The speaker then went more 


into details, saying as a result of free coin- 
age there would be certain and sudden con. 
tractions of our currency by the expul- 
sion of $020,000,000 of gold, and paper and 
silver currency would be instantly and 
greatly 
depreciated 
in 
purchasing 


power." Sound currency, the speaker 
'said, defrauded no one. It was good alike 
in the hands of the laborer and the Capi- 
talist. 


A Xcw Republic oil Cuban Soil. 


The speaker spoke of Cuba saying we 


wished to see a new republic born on 
Cuban soil, greet the new century whose 
dawn purpled the east. Concluding he 
said: "My friends, the Campaign of '96 
is upon us. The great questions for de- 
bate are free trade and free silver against 
protective tariff and sound money. 
A 


distinguished Republican has said the 
supreme desire of American people is for 
honest currency, and chance to earn its 
honest toil." 


At the close of Fairbanks great speech 


which was continually interrupted by ap- 
plause chairman Carter announced the 
subordinate officials as chosen by the na- 
tional committee and they were elected. 
The roll of delegates was then called. 
When Delaware was reached Addieks 
asked to have his delegation placed on 
the roll but it was passed. 


Convention Kates, 


About 10 o'clock It was announced by 


Mr. Lauterbach, a New York member of 
the resolution committee that he was not 
satisfied with the gold plank. 
The an- 


nouncement wag surprising in view of 
the fact that Platt practically declared 
himself perfectly satisfied alter the con- 
ference last night with Foraker. 


Foraker will practically have the de- 


details of the organization of resolutions 
committee perfected when the committee 
meets after their appointment. 
He has 


been giving the matter careful attention 
especially with a view to secure best rep- 
resentation possible on the sub commit- 
tee on the financial plank. He has ac- 
cordingly assigned the service of prepara- 
tion of this plan to Mr. Patterson of Il- 
linois and Mr. Lauterbach of New Yorlr* 


I.odEe's Chance lor Cuba. 


Senator Lodge will be chairman of sub- 


committee to deal with foreign affairs and 
charged especially with the preparation 
of the conventions expression on Cuba. 
The Massachusetts senator has given 
especial attention to this subject as a 
member of Senate committee on foreign 
relations. He is a constant supporter of 
the recognition of belligerent rights to the 
struggling island and will doubtless seek 
to commit the party to that course. 


The selection of Senator Teller to a 


place on the sub committee on finance is 
for the purpose of giving the silver coinage 
element a hearing but he will be in a 
minority and does not hope to have any 
of his financial views accepted. 


Senator Lodge said today: "There is 


uo doubt a gold plank will be placed in 
the platform. All the information we are 
getting today confirms yesterday's that 
gold men are in the majority," 
Scen*» in and Abont the Conrention. 


While the delegates were assembling all 


sorts of enthusi.^Uc Ecenes were to be 
witnessed outside the hall. Among the 
queer and suggestive spectacles was that 
of two sandwich men who tramped 
around the square one attired in elegance 
bearing the placard, "Workmen under 
McKinley bill;" the other in disreputable 
rags represented "Workmen under Wilson 
bill." As the noon hour approached the 
crowds were swelled until they filled a 
radius of two or three blocks from tbe 
hall in every direction. They were good 
natured crowds and showed a willingness 
to cheer impartially fpr all delegations 
and all banners of the different candi- 
dates. 


Lodge and Flatt Confer. 


Lodge and Platt held a conference 


shortly after noon. Ohio's big four Hanna, 
Foraker, Bushnell and Qrosvenor occu- 
pied the four corner seats in front of tbe 
speaker's stand. Platt with the New 
York delegation sat just across the aisle. 
Quay and Hastings received a vigorous 
ovation by the Pennsylvania delegation. 


The campaign for a gold platform, 


which the Massachusetts delegation has 
systematically called for during the past 
2i hours under the leader-ship of Lodge, 


was pursued even on the floor of the con- 
vention. Lodge and Murray Crane and 
Guild betook themselves among doubtful 
delegates and poured argument and per- 
suasion into their ears, training their guns 
on wavering people. They are a tower of 
strength among the colored delegates. 


The mention of Lodge's name in the 


convention as the roll of states was called 
brought out loud cheers accompanied 
by the waving of flags. 


The convention has adjourned until 10 


o'clock tomorrow morning.

A STORM AT SEA. 
BURNED BY AUTHORIT Y. 


One Such Experience Is Enough (or the 


Ordinary Landsman. 


Dr. Charles Dickinson of Cobleskill, N. 


Y., father of E. M. Dickinson of this city, 
on his recent trip to Europe had an oppor- 
tunity to learn something of the terrors of 
a storm at sea. lie writes from Switzer- 
land: 


"The second day out from New York a 


furious gale of wind set in from the north 
coast. It was so fierce that one could 
hardly stand on deck without holding 
fast. But very few ate their supper that 
night and all went early to bed, but not to 
sleep. Inside was the creaking noise of 
moving partitions or joints of the hard 
pressed ship, and ntoaning and retching 
of passengers; outside the roar, like roll- 
ing thunder, of the wind and water. 


"Frequently there would be an ominous 


thud-like sound aa the large waves struck 
the ship's side and rushed over its deck. 
For thirty-six hours no one was allowed 
on deck except the crew, and they only as 
necessity required. One of the stewards, 
going aft to the ice bouse for meat, al- 
though he knew the danger and was on 
his watch, was swept over the railing, 
which is four feet high, and never seen or 
heard after; another man had his leg 
broken by being dashed against the rail- 
ing. 
Jt was fairly sickening to look out; 


tttesfa was coveied and hidden nearly by 
spray and fog. The captain said, all things 
considered, it was one of the worst storms 
he had witnessed in twenty-two years."

of all sizes, colors and degrees of hybrid- 
ity. She has been seen here many times 
and some of her journeys have taken her 
long distances from the place she called 
home, which was in the little town of 
Rowe in Franklin county, where, with 
her large family of ill-bred curs, she 
occupied a miserable shanty and lives in a 
state of extreme privation and squalor. 
The strange and unnatural life led by the 
woman was due to dementia. 


About two years ago the humane society 


took action on account of the half-starved 
condition of the dogs, but the woman was 
allowed to continue in her strange method 
of living. The Rowe town authorities 
finally came to tbe conclusion that her 
refuge was a public nuisance, and by their 
orders it was destroyed by fire yesterday. 


It is not known what will be done with 


the woman, but now that her hovel has 
gone up in flames by order of tbe author- 
ities, it is reasonable to presume that she 
will be placed in some institution to be 
properly and kindly cared for during the 
remainder of her life.

Fitchburg Railroad Employe Badly 


Injured at Hoosac Tunnel. 


A serious accident happened at Hoosnc 


Tunnel station Monday afternoon and 
Edward Rj-an, the unfortunate man, 
narrowly escaped being fatally injured. 
Ryan lives at* 20 Hathaway street and is 
employed on the Fitchburg railroad as a j 
head end flagman on freight trains. The 
freight train, number 268, had drawn out 
of the tunnel and was slowing down in 
speed, preparatory to making a stop.

Dewey, M, M. Brown and 
Curran, amputated the left leg below the 
knee. Ryan was very weak from loss of 
blood and wa% only partially conscious 
when he arrived at the hospital. It is 
expected that he will recover from his 
injury.

He derived his 
inspiration from such men as Maurice, 
Busbnell, Robertson, and Elisha Mulford, 
and yet he was rather a logician than a 
mystic. His writings are mystical, but 
the man and bis intellectual processes 
were logical. He was widely read, espec- 
ially in philosophy and theology. 


Dr. Coyle's book was published after his 


death, under the editorship o! his wile. 
With him passed not only oiie of the 
ablest of the young thinkfti'» of our couu- 
try, but a chivalrous ;iud noble spirit who 
had impressed himself on many people by 
the rare beauty and devotion of his char- 
acter, as well as by the singular honesty 
and devotion of his purpose. His book j 
will have, as it well deserves, a wide read 
ing.

A PROMISING BUSINESS YEAR. 


It is a mistaken idea that presidential 


years must necessarily l>c bad years for 
bus'nes-;. It depends altogether upon the 
amount of uncertainty involved in the re" 
stilts oi the election. 


This \ ear should be an exceptionally 


pood year for busiuess if the action of the 
St. Loins convention is as positive on the 
money and tariff questions as it, now 
promises to be. The Chattanooga times in 
illustrating the falsity of the belief that 
presidential years are bad years for busi- 
ness gives the following interesting facts: 


"Take, for instance, the year 1S92. The 


country never before nor since did so 
booming a business and so profitable. It 
was the banner year in iron production up 
to that time, and the business, though of a 
bit less volume than that of 1895, was far 
more profitable. Railroad earnings were 
enormous. 
Bank clearings outran all 


former experience. Almost every line of 
commerce and industry was on a solid and 
ateady lioom. The year 18S4 was a far bet- 
ter business year, taking it all together, 
than the preceding year of 1883 had been, 
«nd !&•>•> was also a good year, and was 
succeeded by a phenomenally prosperous 
year in trade and production. In fact, we 
cannot remember a presidential year in 
\vhich business was especially bad; in 
which failures increased and money be- 
came tight, though we have seen many 
years directly succeeding these quadrien- 
nials, nnd preceding them, too, that were 
panicky and disastrous to commerce of all 
kinds. 


The Troy Times gives the outlook for 


business after tb.2 convention as follows: 


'•Of course there are some interests which 


are affected by the uncertainty regarding 
future government management, but these 
exceptions only prove the rule. This year 
there should be no special depression, for 
there is practically no uncertainty. The 
tide is setting so strongly toward the Re- 
publicans that no one ventures to predict 
anything approaching Democratic suc- 
cess.

AN INNOVATION. 


Mr. Hastings Introduces a Genuine City 


Feature Into his New Block. 


G. A, Hastings will have in his new 


block on River street a hall enunciator, 
which is the first of the kind to be intro- 
duced into North Adama, though common 
in the large cities. It consists of four let- 
ter boxes, one for each tenement, with a 
speaking tube and an electric button for 
each box, and also a place for the name of 
the proprietor of each box. The enun- 
ciator will be placed in the hall on the 
first floor and the speaking tubes and elec- 
tric bells will be connected with the dif- 
ferent tenements, When the postman 
leaves mail he will ring the bell, thus no- 
tifying the family to whom it is directed 
that there is something for them. Callers 
will use the same bells but the postman 
will have a regular signal so that his ring 
can be distinguished* from others. The 
letter boxes are supplied with locks and 
keys, and have glass in the fronts to en- 
able people to see \vbeu there is mail in 
them without opening them. The speak- 
ing tubes will be handy for niarketmen 
and others to use and will save much run- 
ning up and down stairs. 


Tho enunciatfjr is finished in polished 


brass and is ornamental as well as useful.

LANDSCAPE DRAWING. 


Intereitlnc Idesa For the Amat»n» la 


Art—8ketch«» For Pointing. 


Though it U perhaps more difficult to 


excel in landscape than in figure paint- 
ing, it is easier to produce satisfactory 
and even valuable work. This ia a 
pleasant assurance, coming as it does 
from such good authority as Art Ama- 
teur, which explains as follows: 


A loug course of study of drawing is 


necessary to enable the student to pro- 
duce a passible figure, bat if lie have a 
feeling for natural beauty a little prac- 
tice will enable him to do meritorious1 
work in landscape. A sufficient mastery 
of drawing may be acquired in a few 
winters by study ing from copy and from 
still life objects indoors. That is suffi- 
cient to begin with, for the better the 
landscape painter draws the easier it is 
for him to paint well and the more his 
painting signifies. 


The drawing which a landscape paint- 


er executes with pencil or charcoal or 
crayon before commencing to paint is 
usually nothing more than a simple 
"blocking out" or "placing" of the 
principal forms which he intends to get 
into his picture. Let us suppose that his 
subject includes a large tree with a rock 
en one side and a hou» on the other. 
He Bays to himself: "I will place my 
Ireo here, uenr the center of the pictura 
It is to be so high, consequently BO 
broad. The rock is at such a distance to 
the right, the house so far to the left. 
Neither is as high an the tree; the rock 
not so high as tho house." And so he 
goes on making general observations 
liko these as to tho size and position of 
important objects and indicating his 
conclusions slightly and without going 
into detail. 


The student should continue to work 


just as simply, at first, when he takes 
up his brush. Ho should go on working 
iu large masses, and should ask himself 
—to keep to our illustration—just how 
much darker is the green of tha tree 
than the gray of the rock, how much 
darker tho shadows than the lights, what 
relation exists between the sky and tho 
objects that appear against it, and be- 
tween those same objects again and the 
foreground. Little by little one will ac- 
quire the ability to introduce minor 
forms, while becoming more correct in 
the drawing of the larger masses.

8250,000. 


Henry B. Beecher 
and Vincent. B. Solench were indicted 
for forgery, grand larceny and misde- 
meanor. 
Midgley was tried for for- 


gery two months ago in general ses- 
sions and acquitted. 


SONS OF THE REVOLUTION. 


Annual Pilgrimage of the Empire State 


Society to Newburgh. 


Newburgh, N. Y., June 16.—The an- 


nual pilgrimage of the Empire State 
society, Sons of American Revolution, 
New York citj, was made yesterday 
by steamer to Newburgh and West 
Point. The boat stopped at Yonkers 
and brought representatives of the 
chapters there. The company, includ- 
ing Daughters of the American Revo 
lution, numbered about 600. They

Will Warn the Convention That the Do- 
• 


Teat of Silver Means the X*.sa of ffareral 


States and Then Accept the 


Will of toe Majority. 


St. Louis, June, 16.—There will be 


no dramatic exit from the national 
convention, nor will there be held any 
separate convention by tho free silver 
republicans. The western men see de- 
feat and will accept it as philosophically 
as possible, although not without vig- 
orous protests both here and at home. 
No formal conference of the faction 
of the party was held yesterday or last 
night, out Mr. Teller, wherever he has 
happened to be, has been the magnet 
that attracted every silver man in St. 
Louis. The private talks he has had 
with thobe who believe with him has 
convinced him that the silver element 
of the party is deadly in earnest and 
will not accept anything short of a 
clear-cut and unequivocal declaration 
for the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver at the ratio of 16 to 1. ''The 
managers of Major McKinloy's cam- 
paign are conducting themselves in a 
fashion that, to speak mildly, is fool- 
ish, "said Senator Teller this morning.

"To believe thus is an insult to 


the intelligence of the people of the 
west. It matters nothing to us whether 
the word 'gold' appears in the platform 
or whether the effort is made to slide 
under the terms 'existing standard.' 
Everybody knows that they mean the 
same thing.'' 


To Sleet la CanciM To-n.'eht. 


Mr. Teller has called a caucus for this 


evening of the free silver members of 
the committee on resolutions. He 
recognizes the fact that the free silver 
men are in a hopeless minority, but 
they will go over the ground as care- 
fully as if they controlled the situa- 
tion. Knowing that they are to meet 
defeat, plans for the future will doubt- 
less be discussed. 
When it comes to 


the meeting of the committee, a plank 
declaring for free coinage, as inter- 
preted by Mr. Teller, will be submitted 
by him. This, of course, will be voted 
down. A compromises will then be 
offered in the shape of a proposition 
to coin the American product only. 
This, too, will meet the fate of the 
more advanced proposition. 
It is not 


improbable that a third proposition 
promising future legislation favorable 
to silver will be submitted, the silver 
men not abandoning hope until every 
hope has been rejected. 


Will Warn the Convention. 


The fight will then be carried into 


the convention. Possibly these same 
propositions may be submitted there; 
they certainly will be if the chairman 
of the convention will entertain the 
motion. 
If the financial plank be- 


comes a subject for debate, as it is 
believed it will be, Senator Teller, 
Senator Dnbois, Congressman Ilartman 
and others of the silver leaders will 
make brief speeches outlining their 
position and warning the convention 
that any plank, however it r.*iy be 
worded, other than a free coinage 
declaration, will cause the defeat of 
the ticket in every silver state in the 
west. It is understood that while Jlr. 
Teller's speech will be earnest to the 
point of intense vehemence, he will 
not then and there holt the convention, 
but will submit to the majority, satis- 
fied with the warning the silver men 
gave them. 


Tho Itowboat "Fox" Sighted. 


New York, June 16.—The British 


schooner Josie arrived at City Island 
yesterday and reported that on June 
13, at 3 p. m., she spoke the rowboat 
Pox, which left this port about a week 
ago manned by two Norwegian sailors 
bound for Havre, France.

BOTH WILL RECOVER 


Bank President Wyckoff and Hto 


Assailant Improving. 


LATTER DENIES HE INTENDED MURDER 


Merely Wanted Aloney To Support Kll 


Wife and Children and Deolded To, 


Commit Suicide If His De- 


mand Was HefoMd. 


New York, June 16.—President Geo. 


H. WyekofE of the New Amsterdam 
bank, who was shot in the abdomen 
yesterday by a crank who demanded 
86,000, was still alive this morning? and 
the surgeons at the New York hospital 
say that there is a chance of his recov- 
ery. 
The erank, whose name was, 


afterward learned to be George D. 
Clark, entered the main doorway of 
the bank, at the northwest corner of 
Broadway and Thirty-ninth street, at 
12:45 o'clock. He said nothing to any 
of the clerks or other officials in the 
outer office of the bank, but made his 
way at once to the room of President 
Wyokoff, which is at the Thirty-ninth 
street end of the banking room. Presi- 
dent Wyckoff was alone in the room 
when the stranger entered. 
He was 


busy with some papers at his desk, but 
as tb.2 door opened he turned and faced 
his visitor. 


Demanded SC.OOO. 


After ascertaining by a question that 


he was addressing the president of the 
hank, the stranger presented a slip at 
paper on which was written the fol- 
lowing: "We want 88,000—five $1,000 
and two 5500 bills. I will shoot you if 
you make a false move, so nr- careful. 
My partner is outside and has j ju cov- 
ered. If you make an alarm within 
three minutes after I leave he will 
throw a stick of dynamite through the 
front entrance. Put the money in an 
envelope; don't talk " The note bore 
no signature. President Wyckoff,. af- 
ter reading the note, rose from his 
chair and said: "I can't do that at 
once. 1 will have to consult the other 
officials of the bank.'' 


President Wyckoff Shot. 


As he said this he walked towards 


the door. He had only gotten about 
twelve or fifteen feet 
away from 


his caller, when Clark drew a revolver 
and fired at him. The ball struck 
President Wyckoff in the abdomen. 
He staggered out through the rear 
door of the room into the main room 
of the bank, and had made his' way 
to the entrance of the bank when he 
sank exhausted on the floor. Paying- 
teller Demurest was one of the first to 
reach the wounded man, who said: "I 
am badly hurt; notify my wife and 
daughters." 
A number of the other 


clerks in the bank hurried to assist 
Mr. Demarest and Mr. Wyckoff was 
carried back iuto his private oflice, 
where he was laid on a settee. In the 
meantime two more shots had been 
heard from the same room, and as 
President Wyckoff, supported by Teller 
Demarest and two or three other 
cle'-ks was assisted into his private 
office, the strange visitor was seen 
lying upon the floor, near the desk of, 
Cashier Moore. 


Clark Fatally Wounded. 


A policeman who had heard the pis- 


tol shots ran into the office of the bank 
and telephoned 
for an ambulance. 


After his wounds had been tempora- 
rily dressed President Wyckoff was 
taken to the New York hospital. An 
investigation of Clark's injuries showed 
that one shot had taken effect in the 
left side of the neck; the other was in 
the side just below the heart, the bul- 
let evidently lodging in the stomach, 
causing a serious wound, but he will 
recover. 


Did Not Intend To Kill Wyckoff. 


At the hospital the assailant, after 


admitting that Clark was not his 
proper name, stated to the coroner that 
he had no particular motive for killing 
Mr. Wyckoff other than that of getting 
money for the support of his wife and 
child. 
He said he had been out of 


work for some time. He also said that 
he did not mean to harm Mr. WyckofE 
but had intended committing suicide if 
his demand was refused.
